M inneapolis, Minn., Oct. 9.—The re­ 
luctance of the house of deputies of the 
Episcopalian convention to alter the re­ 
port of the constitutional revision com­ 
m ission appeared again yesterday,when 
two com mittees reported against the 
proposed am endm ents. 
One 
advised 
against pluralizing the word constitu­ 
tion all through the document, and the 
other disapproved of the proposal 
to 
give dioceses under certain conditions 
the right to cede parts of their territory 
and erect therein m issionary jurisdic­ 
tions. 
The latter 
proposition, intro­ 
duced by Judge Fairbanks, of Florida, 
will be pushed, nevertheless. 
Rev. Samuel H art, custodian of the 
prayer book, presented a long report 
on the printing of the new edition from 
the standard recently approved. 
Two messages came from the house 
of bishops. The first recommended the 
use of the word constitutions in the 
plural in the title of the revised docu­ 
m ents. 
This was concurred in, 83 to 
13. 
The second message took up sub­ 
sequent sections. The recommendation 
th a t the word convention be retained 
instead of the proposed synod was nega­ 
tived by the deputies. 
The joint committee of five bishops 
and five presbyters, appointed at the 
last convention, to report upon such 
changes in the revised version of the 
Bible as m ight be recommended 
for 
adoption, reported that the convention 
labored under a m isapprehension as to 
sim ilar work having been undertaken 
in England, and was discharged at its 
own request. It was decided, however, 
w ith the concurrence of the deputies, 
to nam e another commission to under­ 
take the work independently of 
the 
Church 
of 
England. 
Constitutional 
revision was then taken up. 
The house decided by 55 to 37 in favor 
of the term “ bishop coadjutors” instead 
of “assistant bishops.” 
The house of deputies had a warm 
debate over the question of adopting 
the term prim ate as the title of the 
senior member of the house of bishops. 
A message had been received from the 
house of bishops announcing th at it 
had adopted section 2 of article I, of 
the revised constitution, w ith the word 
“prim ate” in, and the question being 
on the m atter of concurring with the 
house of bishops. 
George C. Thomas, 
of 
Philadelphia, offered an 
am end­ 
m ent, changing the word prim ate to 
presiding 
bishop. 
This 
was 
what 
started the debate, and before it was 
over, most of the leaders had partici­ 
pated in it w ith all the earnestness and 
eloquence for which they are famous. 
It was the most interesting m eeting 
the deputies had had, and the interest 
in the final vote was intense. 
The 
Thom as am endm ent was lost, receiving 
152 votes, while the opposition m uster­ 
ed 162 votes. 
The word “ prim ate” may 
be the object of another attack, but it 
looks as if it would finally be adapted. 
T he deputies conferred with the house 
of 
bishops 
relative 
to 
the 
rights 
in the convention of resigned bishops. 
T he house of bishops gave them the 
rig h t to vote, and although some of 
th e deputies were in favor of taking 
aw ay the privilege th e action of the 
bishops was finally concurred in. 
The 
com m ittee on location of the next con­ 
vention reported in favor of Boston, 
Mass. 
H enry 
L. Duhring, 
secretary and 
treasurer of the body .quoted the follow­ 
ing statistics:

President Cleveland almost on the eve 
of election of 1888 sent Sir Lionel his 
passports because of a letter w ritten by 
him to an alleged Englishm an in Cali­ 
fornia com menting upon the approach­ 
ing election. 
But the unprecedented part of it, and 
the p art which has aroused very ex­ 
cited comment is, first, the freedom of 
his strictures upon the American people 
and American public men; and, second, 
his own expressed indignation th at the 
B ritish m inistry should have accepted 
Mr. Bayard as am bassador to this coun­ 
try, while as secretary of state of the 
United States Mr. Bayard had wantonly 
insulted in person its accredited repre­ 
sentative. 
Lord Sackville says he entered upon 
his duties with great solicitude. 
He 
says: “I was well aware of the diffi­ 
culties I should have to contend with 
in com bating the influence of the Fen­ 
ian organization exercised over the gov­ 
ernm ent, and which was so powerful in 
both houses of the legislature.” 
He de­ 
clares his life was in constant danger 
from Fenians during his stay in W ash­ 
ington. 
Lord Sackville then reviews at length 
the negotiations over the Bering Sea 
question and asserts that neither Eng­ 
land nor the Dominion could get justice 
because the “governm ent dared not in­ 
terfere with the Alaska Fur company, 
which corporation was rich and influ­ 
ential in both Houser of Congress.” 
Referring to his famous Murchison 
letter, he says he was furnished with a 
copy of the following telegram received 
by a member of the cabinet from the 
National 
committee in 
New 
York: 
“Does the president know that the Irish 
vote is slipping out of our hands be­ 
cause of diplomatic shilly-shallying? 
See Lam ont (the president’s secretary 
and chief wire-puller) at once. 
Some­ 
thing ought to be done today.” Accord­ 
ingly he received his passports that 
afternoon. 
Lord Sackville quotes a statem ent he 
made to Lord Salisbury, accusing Sec­ 
retary Bayard of flagrant m isstatem ent 
of facts and of duplicity. 
He refers to 
President Cleveland in 
bitter term s, 
and adds: 
“There is no base action 
which an American politician will not 
resort to in order to gain an election.” 
Lord Sackville says that two justices 
of the Supreme court, since dead, spoke 
in term s of the strongest condemnation 
of President Cleveland’s action toward 
him. 
He quotes a letter in full from a 
manager of a dime museum 
in 
New 
York offering him $2,000 per week and 
expenses for him self and suite if he 
would hold two levees of two hours 
daily in “my palatial museum.”

My own youth, the girl’s delightful 
grace and candor, and the intoxication 
of the sunlight had all combined to 
make me forswear prudence and take 
one of life’s chances at its best.
